Member Society HQ stations, around the world as possible using the 160, 80, 40, 20, 
15 and 10 metre bands using phone and/or CW. 


All IARU Region | Member Societies are invited to actively participate with their 
official stations and to encourage their members to also participate. 


We need to have a station on all the contest bands both CW and SSB which makes a 
total of 12 stations.

Death of Dick Baldwin W1RU 


The death has been reported of Dick Baldwin W1RU former General Manager of 
ARRL from 1975-1982 and former President of [ARU International for seventeen 
years from 1982-1999. As ARRL Assistant General Manager Dick was primarily 
responsible for initiating preparations for WARC 79 and was a key player in turning 
the objective of obtaining three new bands at 10, 18 and 24 MHz into a reality. On his 
retirement from IARU in 1999 he was named President Emeritus by the 
Administrative Council. May he rest in peace.
